The Western Association of Schools and 
Colleges (WASC) evaluated Richmond 
High School this year under a process called 
accreditation. Students, teachers, and 
administrators worked throughout the early 
part of the year preparing a booklet for 
WASC outlining both strong and weak 
areas in the total organization and program 
of the school. A visiting committee, 
consisting of six professional educators, 
came to RHS April 15, 16, 17, 1974 to 
observe and report their findings to the 
Commission for Secondary Schools. Their 
report and recommendation was a 
determining factor in the decision to 
accreditate the school for a period of 0-5 
years. 

Accreditation by WASC indicates that 
our school meets professionally developed 
standards of excellence and will also provide 
the basis for the acceptance of RHS 
students to colleges and universities around

A charming and beautiful woman with a warm 
smile of welcome for anyone who might come her 
way, Beatrice Swanson has been a valued member 
of the English Department of Richmond High 
School for the past seven years. Loved by her 
students for her sunny disposition and gentle 
humor, she in turn has chosen to dedicate herself to 
the freshmen and sophomores of this school because 
she considers them to be a very special kind of 
people. She herself is a rare kind of person in 
today’s world. Her classes are one of the few places 
in today’s modern world where one can find 
Shakespeare still relevant. She believes that a 
knowledge of the structure of the English language 
is relevant to the needs of the modern student. She 
believes that learning to listen and to understand is 
just as important as learning to speak. And despite 
the fact that she is planning retirement, she has not 
hesitated to learn the skills of a reading specialist in 
her last year of teaching. 

Born in Illinois and raised on a farm, she has 
never lost the open, honest warmth of the 
Midwest. She received her higher education at 
Illinois State, and when she moved to California, 
she attended the University of California. She has 
been in the teaching profession for twenty-five 
years, first teaching for six years in St. Louis, 
Missouri, and in Illinois.

In the Netherlands, students attend six years of high 
school. After the first year of high school, a student 
should decide whether or not he will attend a 
university and follow one of four specialized 
directions: the math/science direction, the 
language/bookkeeping direction, The Gymnasium, or 
the HBS (Hogere Berger School). If a student decides 
against the University, he must attend either the Havo 
or Mavo, schools of general education.

Sea Careers Program 
Completes Second Year 


Nineteen Seventy-Four marks the second year of 
the Richmond High Sea Careers Program, unique in 
the Bay Area. Designed to help train students for 
work at sea and sea-related industries, the program is 
under the direction of faculty members Linda Lester, 
Heinz Batterman, Richard Laurence, and Edward 
Peralsky.

Tunisia 


TUNISIA 

Lycee de La Marsa is the small school in Tunisia 
which is attended by Student of the World Moniera 
Skandrani. Moniera, who lives on the site of Ancient 
Carthage (now a small village), rides a little white train 
to her school, which used to be mainly for boys, but 
now has girls in equal numbers. 

There are two school systems in Tunisia — the 
French system and the Tunisian system. The 
Tunisian schools are similar to the French schools, and 
both are very academic. The daily hours for school are 
from 8:00 to 12:00 and from 2:00 to 5:00 (and 
sometimes 6:00) with lunch being from 12:00 to 2:00. 
Students attend school six days a week with only 
morning classes on Friday and Saturday. They have 
flexible scheduling which varies from day to day. 

The university, located in the capital, Tunis, is free 
except for board and room. Subjects such as languages, 
drama, journalism and English are among the courses 
offered there. Moniera herself speaks five languages: 


Arabic, French, English, Italian, and Swedish.
